its way into the mountains, and they 
are therefore convenient places for 
sweaters to dispose of their debased 
in. An unusual amount of this mu- 
tilated coin is in circulation in Revo 
It isnot an uncommon thing to fiod 
silver coins with pieces all the way. 
from a piu hole plug to a gunsight cut 
out of them, and heretofore such man- 
gled pieces have passed current; but 
the banks are not obliged to take such 
money, at any rate, higher than the 
schedule rates published above. 

The Gazetre has heretofore called 
attention to the circulation of mutil- 
ated coin among business men. One 
man who was here at the time, and in 
the business was driven out of a pro- 
fitable calling by the comments of this 
paper. 

In consequence of what is published 
above a general feeling has grown up 
among business men. W. F. Berry, 
of Manning & Berry, learns from San 
Francisco that there are men in the 
business of circulating mutilated mon- 
ey, and they calculate upon the in- 
cautious methods of business men in 
the interior. Whenever the merchants 
here refuse to take it, mutilated coip 
will become scarce where it is now 
plenty. Berry will see the business 
men on this subject to-morrow.

Default in the Police Court. 


From the San Francisco pavers it 
would seem that Johnny Skae, the fa- 
mous stock operator, was arrested in 
that city on Friday and sent to the 
Prison on default of $5 fine. The 
papers there give an extended notice 
of his famous Sieara Nevada deal,and 
close as follows: When the echoes of 
the crash had died away, Johnny Shae, 
the temporary idol of the Comstock, 
the “‘tather of the new bonanza,” the 
princely poker player and the lavish 
exemplar of Nevada hospitality, was 
virtually a pauper. He had held his 
stock to the top figare, and when the 
crash came his “margins” were swept 
away. After a while he was heard of 
in Columbus district, and was report- 
ed to bave made another strike, but 
the report was evidently based on his 
old luck, for be soon after turned up 
as inmate of the Smail-pox Hospital. 
He served for some time as book- 
keeper of that institution, and then 
disappeared from public ken until the 
police found him in a helpless condi- 
tion on the street, and Jucked him up 
in default of $5 bal. Checkered as 
the typical life in the West is, it fur- 
nishes few such examples of misad- 
venture as that of a mau who, in two
